Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


Here at Thanksgiving time the weather is considered re- 
markably mild. As we have heretofore said, Thanksgiving Day 
usually marks the actual beginning of wintry weather, but the 
indications even are not as yet as prognosticated. Even in 
Europe they have had an exceedingly unfavorable season. 
Consular reports coming to hand clearly indicate that from the 
effect of bad crops, resulting from an unsatisfactory season, 
nearly all articles of food are going to be higher in the British 
Isles and Europe. So much is this the case it is plainly stated 
that the rise in the cost of living will be very hard on poor 
people. We think, however, that the European people will 
find that in the present condition of things an increase in the 
cost of living will result in an increase in the amount of wages 
paid. In cther words, the European wage-worker will be com- 
pelled to demand more pay, and it has been often proven and is 
being proven in the United States today that an increase in the 
prices of foods results always in the betterment of the conditions 
of the laboring poor as well as of the idle rich. In other words, 
an advance in the prices of foods means prosperity. This, in 
turn, will assist in balancing the difficulties we have in the 
United States. Plainly put, an advance in the cost of living in 
Europe has exactly the same effect, only more widespread, as 
an increase in the American tariff. To this extent it is evident 
enough it may have an important effect upon the deliberations of 
Congress, which meets in December. 

In spite, however, of an unfavorable season, all things in 
America at present are in a condition decidedly worthy of 
Thanksgiving. Here at the end of the season, when we can 
look both forward as well as backward, we can see nothing but 
evidences of continued prosperity. Peace reigns supreme to an 
extent that almost becomes dangerous; national harmony is uni- 
versal; if there are any disagreements or misunderstandings, 
they are apparently settled by mutual fleets from the great 
powers, as at present in compelling Morocco to come down to 
cosmopolitan consideration.

The weatherwise have said there are indications of a very 
severe winter ahead; but all the meteorological showings so far 
are against this view. A mild winter will however effect nothing 
that we are aware of uyless perhaps oysters. It will give us a 
bumper crop of pineapples, and very probably an early start into 
the canning of articles in the new season. 

As in regard to foods there is little or nothing to report in 
respect to canners’ metals, the request for cans not having 
advanced values in any respect, nor are they likely to in time to 


effect the market now to come. 


New Y ork Market 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw York, Nov. 28.-—With the close of the rush of 
Thanksgiving trade the activity in this market decreased mate- 
rially. Sales the past week were lighter than they have been in 
most varieties, but this slight decline in movement was not 
accompanied by any reduction in prices. On the contrary, as 
the season advances prices become firmer and increased activity 
would result in higher quotations on a number of varieties. 
While business may be a shade less active, practically all holders 
are firm in their views and refuse to consider concessions, except- 
ing here and there a seller would be glad to dispose of a small 
lot at a reduction, merely to clean it up. Brokers find it more 
difficult to interest wholesale grocers in stocks of canued goods. 
It requires about all the capital the grocers have to handle their 
other lines, and they can spare little or none for bargains in 
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other lines. It is probably true that few sellers could consider 
propositions for large blocks of any variety. Distribution has 
reduced supplies until they are below the requirements of the 
trade in some instances. The outlook for the future is not par- 
ticularly promising, at least so far as obtaining supplies is con- 
cerned. 

Tomatoes.—The market is gradually working into a 
stronger position, in the face of a rather indifferent demand, 
in instances amounting almost to neglect. When quality and 
price are satisfactory there is little difficulty in finding buyers 
for car lots, though rarely more than two cars are taken, even 
under the most favorable circumstances. At goc. f. o. b. full 
standard Maryland 3s are more and more sparingly offered, 
92%4c. representing the views of most holders, while some are 
asking 95c. Off-standards, or possibly 1905 packing, could be 
bought at 87%c., but find few takers. It is reported that a bid 
of goc. on 25,000 cases was refused in one quarter this past 
week. Full standard Maryland 2s are held firmly at 77%4c., but 
holders know that the supply is small and will not accept the 
bids of 75c. which are freely offered. 

Corn.—The market continues weak, with more or less 
Western stock offered at 45c. delivered for 1905 pack. An 
effort is being made to dispose of this stock before the new food 
law takes effect. Maine standards are quoted up to goc. and 
fancy is priced at $1.00, but no sales of importance are reported. 
New York State corn is quoted at 6o0c. to 65c. delivered. De- 
mand is weak and buyers show no interest in the situation. 

Spinach.—Supplies are short and the market is firmly held 
on both standard 3s and gallons. 

Beans.—Not much change is reported, though No. 1 and 
No. 3 are both held firmly up to quotations. 

Fruits.—All California fruits are scarce and buyers have 
difficulty in getting only small lots. The stock has passed out 
of first hands and is going into consumption very rapidly.

There is an unprece- 
dented demand in general, but the market is quiet on account of 
Thanksgiving holiday.

SOME NEW CAN MAKING MACHINERY. 


Mr. Geo. H. Stewart of Los Angels, Cal., recently brought 
out a new line of canmaking machinery that is attracting con- 
siderable attention. Mr. G. F. Hiles is representing Mr. Stewart 
on the road at present and was at our office this week. He re- 
ports very good business to date. The great claim he makes for 
his machines is in the saving of expense in the manufacture of 
cans. This at the present low prices of cans is a very consider- 


able factor, and has been the means of securing him many or- 
ders. Mr. Hiles is at present at the New Howard House, Balti- 
more, and is always ready to explain the merits of his machines 
and to show where the saving can be made. He has a new can 
Header of improved design and a new Side Seam Soldering 
Machine and a new Body Former, all compact, neatly working 
machines that apparently have been able to convince the most 
expert can makers of their value. Mr. Hiles is a pleasant, hust- 
ling gentleman, and we advise any interested parties to see him 
and what he has to offer. 


The Weight of Tin On the Plate. 


Considerable interest is shown and many questions asked regarding the 
amount of tin which the new Pure Food Law will require on the plate used 
for making cans. One of the standards governing the enforcement of this 
law reads: 

“Suitable containers for keeping moist food products, such as syrups, honey, con. 
densed milk, soups, meat extracts, meats, manufactured meats and undried fruits and 
vegetables, aud wrappers in contact with food products, contain on their surfaces, in 
contact with the food product, no lead, antimony, arsenic, zic or copper or any com- 
pounds thereof or any other posionous or injurious substances. If the containers are 
made of tin plate they are outside-soldered and the tin plate contains not less than one 
hundred and thirteen (113) milligrams of tin on a piece five (5) centimeters square or one 
and eight-tenths (1.8) grains on a piece two (2) inches square. 

The inner coating of the containers is free from pinholes, blisters and cracks. 

If the tin plate is lacquered, the lacquer completely covers the tinned surface within 
the container and yields tothe contents of the container no lead, antimony, arsenic, zinc 
or copper or any compounds thereof, or any other poisinous or injurious substance.” 

Figured on the usually accepted base of tin plates, 14 x 20, 112 sheets 
to the box, this would give a little more than 2 lbs. to the box, figured this 
way: One sheet, 14 x 20 contains 70 pieces 2 inches square, which, multi- 
plied by 112, gives 7,840 pieces to the box. This, multiplied by 1.8 grains, 
gives 14,112 grains, which, at 7,000 grains to the pound, equals 2 Ibs., 112 
seven thousandths. In other words, the aim of the government seems to 
be to have this tin plate contain a little more than two lbs. to the box. Dr. 
Wiley has been talking 3% lbs. to the box. Did he mean to say in his 
‘*standards,”’ ‘‘ 1.8 grains on a piece of fwo (2) sguareinches?’’ That would 
give more than 4 lbs, to the box.

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Jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 


Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 


This week the season for future peas was opened by Wisconsin canners, 
and orders were received on about the same basis as last year’s opening, or 
75c. for early June and 7oc. for marrowfat of standard quality, but the 
buyers here have not taken hold so freely as Western and Southern whole- 
salers. Undoubtedly the close cleanup of the moderate 1906 pack has 
stimulated the demand and led to such early business. Spot peas are hard 
to find at ruling prices or any rates the bidders care to pay. Corn is in full 
supply and the low prices induce some purchasing, but the scarcity and 
high price of fancy corn have produced a lifeless appearance of the market 
for the best grades: Five cents a can for corn is the bargain price quoted 
by New York chain-store grocery systems, but for fancy corn the same 
dealers ask a much higher price The demand for tomatoes is good and 
the market is firm. No. 3 tomatoes are in no excessive supply, so far as 
standard pack of 1906 is concerned, and gallons and No. 2s are quite scarce. 
So-called bargains in No. 3 tomatoes are usually off-standard or old goods. 
The general quotations for tomatoes are for No. 3, 92'c.; No. 2, 75c.; gal- 
lons, $3.30 to $3.35—all f. 0. b. Other vegetables are quiet and firm, since 
with the solitary exception of corn, canned goods this year are pretty 
scarce. Fruits are quiet. Salmon is firm, the supply being quite scarce, 
except so far as Alaska red fish is concerned. The failure of the chum 
pack, owing to floods, is helping the market for cheap salmon here.— 
Merchants’ Review. 

Philadelphia. 


Tomatoes are fairly quotable at 87'%4c to goc. county. While the under- 
tone seems as if it should be strong, the fact remains that the present 
market is inclined to be easy. Twos are quoted at 75c. to 77%c., and are 
relatively much scarcer and firmer than 3s. The demand for tomatoes for 
consumption is light, but there are some signs of speculative demand. 
Corn is quiet and the tendency is weak. The market is on the basis of 
what it has ruled for several weeks. Peas are firm and in light supply. 


Peaches are unchanged and the demand light. Gallon apples are stronger, 
but without advance; three-pounds are quiet. The chief demand at present 
is from bakers’ supply people. The Baltimore general line is about un- 
changed, as is the general California line.—Grocery World. 

Chicago. 

Peas and string beans are showing up more prominently than so far 
this fall. Peas are already very scarce on nearly all grades and there is a 
most decided scarcity in the string bean market, while lima beans are by no 
means abundant. All reports on both peas and ‘beans say that the market 
is pretty well cleared of stock at any but comparatively high prices. 
Canned corn is selling to consumers fairly well at unchanged prices. 
Stocks of corn are plentiful. The tomato market holds on a very firm basis 
and a number of reports have been received lately which indicate that sup- 
plies of tomatoes remaining in canners’ hands are very small for this time 
of the year. The pack was larger than last year, yet retailers and jobbers’ 
stocks had run down so low that an immense quantity of goods was required 
to replenish them. Canned pumpkin is steady and unchanged. In fruits, 
there is a large demand for peaches at firm prices. Retailers need not look 
for lower quotations on canned fruits before next summer at the earliest, 
as the supplies are too small to admit of the possibility of a decline. All 
descriptions of canned fruits are strongly situated—there are no exceptions. 
Prices on sardines are unchanged this week, but firm quotations rule on 
both domestic and imported goods, With a short pack and a much higher | 
cost of materials, brokers are indifferent whether they make sales or not, 
and the tendency of prices is strongly upward. Canned salmon remains 
firm, with demand about seasonable. Cove oysters are firmer, as quanti- 
ties are being packed are much smaller than normal and stocks everywhere 
are light. Canned lobster, shrimp, etc., are firm.—Gvocers’ Criterion. 

Montreal, Can. 

There are yet some jobbers who have not received full shipments of 
tomatoes and corn ordered before prices were made known. Many have 
secured a sufficient number of cases to fill the orders of many of their cus- 
tomers, and in some cases, ot all, but very few have obtained any goods for 
store—goods which are most urgently required for local trade, One job- 
ber said he ‘‘ wired every morning and wrote a letter every evening,’’ but 
still the tomatoes were not forthcoming. The answer of the packers is 
lack of help or lack of cases, or something else, which precludes their 
shipping the goods. Meanwhile there is considerable activity in other 
lines. Grocers all over the country are buying salmon in rather large 
quantities, despite the very high prices which rule. This is the cause of 
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much surprise in the trade. Formerly but few lots of salmon were sold 
outside of what seemed barely necessary for the season. Now, with prices 
such as they are, everybody is calling for salmon. The jobbers do not 
understand the situation. 

Toronto, Can. 

The situation in all lines is regarded here as very strong. ‘Tomatoes 
are strongly held by the few canners who have them Offers are being 
made at a toc. advance over canners’ opening price for No. 1. The pack is 
thought to be but little in excess of that of last year, and the consumption 
is expected to be considerably heavier. The pack of canned peas is said to 
be about the same as last year, and the indication is that there will be no 
carryover.—Canadian Grocer. 

London, England. 


Salmon.—There is no feature of interest to report in this market just 
now, but the tone, both for British Columbia and Alaska, remains very 
firm, although business is quiet. Lobsters are without alteration. Sar- 
dines.—A fair amount of trade in these continues to be done and prices 
have slightly improved. The fishing in Portugal, according to reports re- 
ceived, does not show any improvement. The Britannia has brought 572 
cases. Meats are unaltered, and business continues to show a gradual 
improvement. Fruits.—The market remains without animation, but the 
tone continues strong. Pines are quiet on the spot, but forward the market 
is stronger, and there is a fair business passing. 


Liverpool, England. 


Salmon.—The market has been quieter during this week, but prices for 
best grades are well maintained. Alaska seems to meet with more re- 
sponse at the lower level, and it is possible that higher limits will shortly 
be asked. Sardines.—There has been much more business passing during 
the last week, and buyers are rapidly clearing up what available grocery 
stuff there ison the market. It looks as if in the early springtime there 
will be a famine in goods suitable for good grocery trade, especially in 
quarter tins, Fruits quiet. Pineapples.—Both spot and forward business 
is satisfactory and quotations are firm. It is reported that the early crop 
will not be so large as anticipated by far, and higher prices are expected to 
rule any time now. Tomatoes.—These have advanced again, and 4s, is a 
very likely figure for 3s Italian tomatoes within a few days.—Gvocers’ 
Gazette.

Correspondence. 


BALTIMORE, MD., Nov. 26, 1906. 

Tomatoes.—There has been some excellent buying of all grades of 
tomatoes during the past week, and the market closes in good, strong 
shape. We have a number of times drawn attention to the situation on 
No. 2 tomatoes. We can only repeat that stocks both in Baltimore and in 
the county are getting down to very light proportions. The county packers 
are almost cleaned out. There are few packers in Baltimore who have any. 
There has been a particularly good demand this week for No. 3 second 
tomatoes. We have cleaned up quite a few country lots. 

No prices have been made yet generally on 1907 pack tomatoes and 
may not be for some little time. It looks, however, as though the buying 
of future tomatoes will begin earlier this year than usual and that the | 
prices will be somewhere around 6oc. for No. 2 and 8o0c. per dozen for No. 
3 standards f. 0. b. for good brands. Packers will have to figure on higher 
prices for cans, cases and possibly other items during the coming season, 
and seem to think that the above prices are in line. 

String Beans.—The advancing market on these goods seems to encour- 
age buying. We have had an excellent demand for No. 2 standards. 
Gallons are cleaned up. There are so few gallons in Baltimore as hardiy to 
be worth mentioning. No. 3 standards are also pretty thoroughly cleaned 
up and worthy of special attention. With No. 2 standards and gallons 
practically cleaned up, No. 3s look very cheap. 

Oysters.—The market is in very strong shape, and extremely light 
supplies for prompt shipment. 

We quote oysters for a little later delivery at 85c. and $1.60 per dozen for 
4 and 8 oz. and 92%c. and $1.80 per dozen for 5 and 10 oz. oysters, regular 
f. o. b. Baltimore. These are good brands. 

Corn.—There is a pretty big demand for cheap Maine style corn and a 
great deal of it is going into consumption. The heavy movement of this 
cheap corn is probably paving the way for much better conditions in the 
corn market a little later on. 

Spinach.—There has been some advance on these goods this week, 
owing to scarcity and high prices of raw material. Most of the packers 
have dropped out on spinach, on account of the exorbitant prices of raw 
material.

Dear Sirs.—Steady, persistent buying of tomatoes of all grades and 
sizes continues to be the feature in this market, causing a very strong under- 
tone to the market in all directions, and thereby increasing the feeling of 
confidence in that article as a safe purchase at present prices. There lias 
been nothing of a speculative character in the purchasing of them so far, 
the buying orders being scattered too widely, and the goods were distrib- 
uted over too much territory to admit of any other theory than that the pur- 
chases are being made to cover actual requirements. This movement in 
the tomato market, coming at this particular time, when jobbers, as a rule, 
allow their stock of canned goods to run down to the smallest limit in an- 
ticipation of inventory time, indicates a steady market all through the 
winter months, with a rising tendency as to prices. We repeat our recom- 
mendation to keep yourselves in a comfortable position on tomatoes for the 
remainder of the season. , 

Spinach moved upward during the week, on account of the light pack, 
but all other articles in the line of vegetables are unchanged. ‘The demand 
was fair, but nothing out of the ordinary occurred during the week, and 
the coming holiday trade in fancy groceries may for a short while cause 
some dullness in this line, string beans being the only other article that 
shows much activity at the moment, though the low prices for corn are 


attrecting attention. 
At the present low prices for new pears of all grades that article. is 


fairly active and so are new apples, some excellent trades in both articles 
being offered. Outside of those two items, however, the trading in fruits 
of all other kinds has settled down to the usual everyday buying of small 
lots, neither buyers nor sellers showing much interest in them, and the 
light stocks held here won’t bother the owners. 

Still higher prices for cove oysters were made during the week, and it 
is more a question of getting the goods than of getting a price on them. 
The scarcity of the raw stock still continues and there is no relief in sight. 
On the contrary, all the indications point to a higher range of prices during 
the next sixty days, and if the weather should turn cold enough to freeze 
over the Chesapeake Bay, the packing of them would have to stop aito- 


gether until next March.

Tomatoes.—A camel can go eight days without a drink. But who 
wants to be acamel? It looks like the camel will have to abandon toma- 


toes altogether if Harford county, Baltimore city and, in fact, the entire 
State of Maryland have anything to do with the situation. Active buying 
this week has about covered every case of 2s in sections named, excepting 
some rag-tag qualities, not badly wanted by anyone at any price. Gallons 
may possibly be found in small quantity, but if many are required, be pre- 
pared to compromise on 3s, which cup has also been drained almost to the 
dregs and to find these a microscope is necessary, that is, to locate any- 
thing under 92%c. and from present indications few even at this price. 
Higher figures are probable in the near future, and the offering list is 
changing hourly. Buyers continue to demand brands of reputation and 
quality backed by liberal protective guarantee as to swells and purity and 
even lots not strictly in keeping with Pure Food ideas are pronounced 
extremely hard to find. 

Corn.—Interest in the hetter grades more pronounced; unlabeled lots 
for buyer’s label extremely scarce and hard to find, as it is customary with 
most corn packers to label promptly at close of packing season before cold 
weather sets in. Holders of quality appear to be unconcerned as to present 
low prices and immovable in their intentions to hold and wait until the 
time comes when the ‘‘only low down”’ canned article will be wanted 


and quality will again be considered.

MARYLAND STATE HORTICULTURAL SOCIETY. 


9th Annual Meeting and Exhibit December 5th to 6th, 1906. 


At the Fifth Regiment Armory in Baltimore, on December 5th and 6th, 
will be made what promises to be one of the finest exhibitions of fruits, 
flowers and vegetables ever made in the State of Maryland, and they will 
all be products of that State. It will be the occasion of the 9th Annual 
Meeting of the Maryland State Horticultural Society, and the exhibition 
will be made by the members. 

The Program of this meeting contains the names of the most prominent 
men in the business, who will address the Society on subjects of interest 
and importance, relative to the business. The first meeting will be held 
Wednesday, December 5th, from 2 P. M. 5 P. M.; another at 7.45 P. M. to 
10, And on December 6th there will be three sessions: 9 to 12 A. M.; 2 to5 
P. M., and 8 to 9.30 P. M., after which will follow a banquet. There are 
many matters of direct interest to canned goods packers in the list of 
subjects to be treated, and any who can find the time will profit by attend- 
ing the meetings.

The rumor that the Continental Can Co., with headquarters at Syracuse 
and Chicago, would build a large canmaking plarit at Baltimore has aroused 
considerable interest and we are now able to give authentic information on 
the matter.

Regester Foundry and consists of something over seven acres. It has 
splendid shipping facilities, both the Pennsylvania and B. and O. Rail- 
roads being on the property. They are at present getting the place into 
shape and will remodel the buildings and add others. 

The machinery for this plant is being built at Syracuse, where they 
have a large, tully equipped machine shop and a full force of expert machin- 
ists. The fact that the Continental Can Company was incorporated less 
two years ago and is now operating two of the largest packers’ can factories 
in the country—one at Syracuse and one at Chicago—and will operate next 
year here at Baltimore, which, in time, will doubtless be one of the largest 
packers’ can plants in the country, is evidence of wonderful business con- 
ditions generally in this country. Of course, such growth would not be 
possible if the Continental Cans were not strictly first class and the policies 
and management of the Continental Can Company were not of a character 
to appeal to the canning trade. 

With factories thus located in the principal canning sections, the Con- 
tinental Company will be able to take care of all business on short notice 
and without delay, and that means much in the rush of the season.

The season’s output was 123,000 gallons, cr 30 carloads, amount to the 
carload being 30,000 pounds.

In last week’s issue of THE TRADE we announced that the 
annual meeting of the combined canning Associations would be 
held in Buffalo on February 11th to 16th, with headquarters at 
the Iroquois Hotel. The Presidents of the four Associations 
which now compose the National Association have had a num- 
ber of meetings during the past months to settle this question, 
and have listened to appeals from several other places. Cincin- 
nati and Kausas City were two of the principal rivals of Buffalo 
for the honor. In February, 1907, it will be nine years since 
the previous meeting of the combined Associations at Buffalo. It 
will be remembered that at the meeting in Cincinnati in 1897 


there was a virtual disagreement on the part of the Western 


Association to meet the Eastern Association in annual conven- 
tion; there was also at that Cincinnati Convention a sort of mis- 
understanding between the Western Association and the Ma- 
chinery Association, which nearly resolved itself into a decision 
to shut the Machinery Association out of the meeting. Wise 
heads, however, prevented this action. But the Western Asso- 
ciation agreed and acted upon it, to not issue their notice of the 
Western Association meeting until it would be so late that the 
machinery men would not have time to get up an exhibit. 

Thus while the Atlantic Association resolved to meet at 
Buffalo, the Western Association called their meeting to convene 
at Chicage. As all will remember, the Buffalo meeting was 
quite a success, and one of the notable things about it was the 
large attendance of Western packers. This large attendance 
dwarfed the meeting at Chicago, and virtually affected the 
annual consolidation of the East and West in yearly Convention. 

The Buffalo meeting of that time also became notable on 
account of the papers read by Professor Prescott and Mr. W. 
Lyman Underwood, especially in regard to the danger of process- 
ing goods with insufficient temperature at short periods. It was 


at that meeting that they called attention to the fact that on 
account of the peculiarity of the process kettles and the quan- 
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tity.of contents, a can at the middle of the kettle filled with 
corn would probably scarcely be hot in the centre, while outside 
cans were almost burned in the processing. Although that was 
nine years ago, it was the first public attention given to the fact 
which Mr. Ralph Polk, of Greenwood, Ind., has acted on since 
in the invention of his Agitator System for processing corn, by 
which the heat is allowed to get at all cans and the contents of 
every can are put in equal contact with it. This shows at what 
a slow motion the canned goods business advances and it also 
shows how surely these Conventions cause the advances. 

More and more every year the excellent papers read at these. 
Conventions are informing the packers and directing their way 
out of darkness into light. 

It is to be hoped that the Convention at Buffalo this Febru- 
ary will take a vigorous grasp of some of the important ques- 
tions at present presented to the business and that that action 
will be a prime motor. 

The four Presidents of the Associations are: Mr. George G. 
Bailey, Rome, N. Y., of the Atlantic States Association; Mr. 
Lon Sears, Chillicothe, O., of the Western Association; Mr. 
Charles A. Suydam, Chicago, of the Machinery and Supplies 
Association, and Mr. Walter A. Frost, Chicago, of the Brokers 
Association. These four bodies represent a large number of 
men, able, capable, business men, generally of large means and 
active minds, and it is to be hoped that they will have in mind the 
proper appointment of committees to take charge of the import- 
ant matters. Thus it goes without saying that the canned goods 
situation in respect to the Pure Food Law is such that it becomes 
a matter of necessity for packers in this Association to have a 
committee to keepa sharp eye upon the government officials, 
who have the application of the law in their charge. We pre- 
sume the full force of the label requisite in respect to canned 
foods will be felt by that time, and we are confident from the 
letters that reach us that the great bulk of the packers lack 
information and authority in respect to what it will be necessary 
to place upon the label. Just at the beginning of the application 
of this law it will be a wise thing for an authority such as the 


’ National Association to inform the packers as to what they may 


do in this respect. Label printers also, who will, as usual, be 
largely represented at the Convention, will wish to be informed 
by such an authority, and the brokers, as virtually representing 
the buyers, will find it necessary to find what the requirements 
of the label are to be. Doubtless arrangements will be made 
with some of the government officials at Washington, notably 
Dr. Wiley, who is virtually the head of the Pure Food move- 
ment, to express official authority in respect to these questions, 
as all disputes will eventually come to him. 

The position that Dr. Wiley takes at present, however, is 
that this goes beyond his authority; that all questions of disputes 
will have to be virtually settled by the courts. It will be seen 
that such a declaration will almost certainly require the National 
Association to obtain the services and opinions of a well-informed 
and well-known legal authority; so that all questions in doubt 
may be referred to him. For if Dr. Wiley will not assume such 
authority the packer must have some official guidance, rather 
than work in a fog. The old actium that prevention is better 
than cure comes in here with great force, and one of the most 
important purposes of the National Association is to take such 
attention as will insure prevention, rather than put thousands of 
packers into the virtual danger of the violation of the law and 


open to its penalties. 
A Committee of the best informed and the most progressive 


men in the business would find excellent use for their greatest 
wisdom in scheduling in a list the different requirements of the 
food law as applying to hermetically sealed goods; and the Asso- 
ciation could do nothing better than to appoint a comprehensive 
national committee to take charge of just such a subject. It 
would have to be well coristituted so there should be no section- 
alism in it, so that the decisions would apply to all articles and 
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classes of articles in the industry; and it should have upon it at 
least two members, if not three, from each of the four associations. 
It would require some little time and a’ great deal of judgment in 


the formation, duties, and charges of such a committee; but it 


would be a very valuable assistant to all lines of trade in the 
industry. We would suggest also that only members of the 
association in good standing should be entitled to decisions from 
this committee, but that the committee should be so constituted 
that it would be required to give decisions upon all subjects 
pertaining to its office. 

There is, therefore, plenty of work ahead for the February 
convention at Buffalo, and the object of these conventions should 
be to help the business along a little further than it has gone 
and to always stand as its defender and champion before the 
people and the country.

A NEW FORM OF GUARANTY. 


Realizing the fact that jobbers and dealers would require a 
guaranty with the goods purchased. the Western Association 
formulated and adopted a guaranty as given below. This is a 
good form and of the right kind, because it protects the packer 
as it should. Because of this it is presumed the various Associa- 
tions will adopt it, in fact, the daily papers have apparently 
made the New York and Atlantic States Associations adopt it, 
as witness the following : 

It was learned on good authority that the members of the New York 
State Canned Goods Packers’ Association, and the Atlantic States Pack- 
ers’ Association, have practically adopted the following form of guaranty 
as being the most acceptable to their interests nnder the national pure 
food law. This guaranty was adopted at the meeting of the Western Pack- 
ers’ Canned Goods Association in Chicago, on Nov. 19 last. The guaranty 
reads: 

The undersigned does hereby warrant and guarantee that all food 
products and articles of food hereafter sold by the undersigned to 
of —shall comply with the provisions of the National Pure Food Law 
as passed by act of Congress, June 30, 1906, entitled as follows: 


DISCOLORED LABELS 


WHERE THIS MACHINE IS USED. 


THE BURT LABELER 


Uses a waterproof cement—not affected by moisture (caused by sweaty cans), nor 
by chemicals in the (paper) label. This is one of the reasons why it is universally used.

N. B.—This guarantee conforms to the national pure food law and has 
been adopted for use by the Western Packers’ Canned Goods Association in 
convention assembled Nov. 19, 1906. 

In the report of the western meeting it was stated that this form of con- 
tract was prepared, with the view of covering the question of jobbers’ labels. 
The form of guaranty proposed by the jobbers overlooked the important 
question of buyers’ labels, and for this reason the packers refnsed to take 
it into consideration. An official of the New York State Canned Goods 
Packers’ Association who is visiting in this market for a few days, said to a 
reporter for the Commercial : 

‘“Members of the various associations will not guarantee any goods 
packed under buyers’ labels unless the name of the packer appears on the 
label. Canners are practically a unit in this decision, and it seems to us 
that the whole question ultimately will result in restricting the use of buy- 


ers’ labels and give the packer a chance to make a reputation on his 
products.”’ 


THE GROWING EXPORTS 0 OF CANNED GOODS. 


An article that has been going the rounds of the press of the 
country was recently sent out fromthe Bureau of Statistics at 
Washington and deals with canned goods as exported during 
the year from June, 1905, to June, 1906. It is interesting beyond 
a doubt, and we give it herewith for that reason, but how much 
more interesting it would be if we had a census report of the 
actual increase in‘consumptive ability of the year, as far as 
canned goods are concerned ? . The report reads : 

The growing use of canned foods so readily observable in domestic 
affairs and domestic commerce is extending to the foreign trade. Figures 
of the Bureau of Statistics of the Department of Commerce and Labor record 
the exportation of over $18,000,000 worth of canned foods in the fiscal year 
just ended, 1906, against about $11,000,000 in 1896, an increase of over 60 
per cent. in that time. 

This total of $18,000,000 includes only articles in which the form of

their exportation is so distinetly stated | as to , justify their classification 


under the general title of canned goods. They include such articles as 
canned beef, about $6,500,000; canned fruits, $2,350,000, canned salmon, 


practicaliy $4,000,000; milk, chiefly condensed and canned, nearly $2,000, 
ooo, canned pork, $1,250,000; canned vegetables, over $500,009; while 


.sundry less important articles bring the total recorded canned goods above 


$18,000,000 for the year. In addition to this, it is probable that the lard, 
butter and certain other articles of this character exported to tropical coun- 
tries or to parts of the world which can only be reached by long voyages 
are also sent in sealed or air-tight packages. In addition to this $18,000,000 
worth of exports, as distinctly designated as canned foods, there is about 
$1,250,000 worth to Hawaii, Porto Rico, and Alaska, which is not included 
in the statement of exports, although the $350,000 worth sent to the Phil- 
ippines is so included, since the Bureau of Statistics still included the trade 
with the Philippines in its figures of foreign commerce. Canned provisions, 
or “‘tinned’’ foods, as they are designated in most countries other than the 
United States, form a considerable part of the food supply of Europeans and 
Americans 1n the Tropics and the Orient. The supply of animal food in 
tropical countries is small and that of vegetables also small and the quality 
unsatisfactory to people from the Temperate Zone. As a consequence, 


coupled with the steady increase in the number of Temperate Zone people 
living in or traveling through the Tropics and the Orient, the demand for 


canned or ‘‘tinned”’ foods is steadily and rapidly increasing in those parts 
of the world. 


A decade ago the value of canned fruits sent out of the United States 
was but $1,333,000, against $2,333,000 in 1906; and the total of canned pork 
and other canned meats (exclusive of beef), which now aggregate nearly 
$3,000,000, was a decade ago of so little importance that it was not separately 
enumerated in the statement of exports, hut simply grouped under the 
general designation of “ all other;’’ while the exportation of milk, most of 
which goes in condensed and canned form, was a decade ago about one 
quarter of a million doilars in value, and now is nearly $2,000,000 annually. 

The distribution of these articles of canned fruits show a steady trend 
toward the Tropics, but that in certain of the standard food supplies, such 
as beef, pork, salmon and fruits, the European countries are also drawing 
upon the United States to a considerable extent. Of the canned beef exports 
of 1906, which amounted as a whole to $6,430,446, the United Kingdom 
took $4,431,616 in value: while the next largest customers were British 
Africa, $513,435; Japan, $231,185; Germany, 166,736, and Belgium, $155,017. 
Mexico, Cuba, the West Indies, and the South American countries were 
also considerable purchasers of this class of merchandise, in sums ranging

DISCOLORATION IN CANNED CORN—METHOD THAT 
PREVENTS IT. 


The following is an extract from a communication 
received by the Sprague Canning Machinery Co. from 
Prof. Duckwall, while he was at Onarga, II1., inspect- 
ing the processing of corn with the Polk Agitating 
System: 

“Unless the process on pure corn is cut down to at 
least 35 minutes at 250 degrees Fahrenheit it will be 
impossible to produce canned corn without discolora- 
ation, and I beg to explain this statement as follows: 

“When processing corn at 250 degrees Fahrenheit 
for 65 minutes or more the corn which lies next to the 
tin is subjected to 250 degrees Fahrenheit for such a 
long time that the proteids are disintegrated and sz/- 
phur is set free. This sulphur unites with the hydro- 
gen, which is liberated by the action of the soldering 
flux on the metal, tin and lead in the solder and body 
of the cans. Sulphur and hydrogen for sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S. This is the gas made and used in 
all laboratories for precipitating metallic salts, such as 
tin, lead, iron, etc. These metallic salts are of vari- 
ous colors, black, brown and pinkish purple. Conse- 
quently the corn will become discolored in proportion 
to the amount of metallic salts precipitated and this 
phenomenon cannot be avoided by any known means 
where H,S is formed in the presence of metals in 
solution. Now, the ordinary tin can has considerable 
solder on the inside of the can, both in the crease at 
the top and bottom and also along the side seam. In 
proportion to the amount of lead exposed will be the 
discoloration of the corn. ‘Therefore, until a can is 
made which shall be soldered entirely on the outside, 
or with a solder practically free from lead, it will be 
impossible to can corn without bleaching or chemical 
agents now prohibited by law. 

“T find that the agitating system overcomes the 
difficulty entirely. 

“In this system you are constantly shaking the 
corn away from the tin. No part of the contents is ex- 
posed to the action of 250 degrees Fahrenheit for more 
than 18 minutes, as we demonstrated by inside ther- 
mometers. ‘This time is not sufficient to disintegrate 
the proteid molecule—hence no sulphur is set free, 
consequently there is no formation of sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S, and then, of course, there is no precip- 
itation of metallic salts, even though they should be 
in solution. As a matter of fact there are some metallic 
salts in solution, but since there is no H,S to precipi- 
tate them, they remain in solution and the inside of the 
can after empting is found to be just as bright as it was 
before filling. While in the case of the regular process 
the whole inside is discolored, all of which discoloration 
is taken up more or less by the corn increasing with

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from $25,000 to over $50,000. Of canned fruits, the total exportation of 
which was, in 1906, $2,348,064, the United Kingdom is also by far the largest 
customer, taking in 1905, the latest year for which figures are available, 
$2,058,505 out of a total exportation in that year of $2,541,525. In canned 
salmon, of which the exportation reached nearly $4,000,000 annually, the 
United Kingdom is the largest purchaser, taking, in 1905, $1,872,992 out of 
a total export of $3,035,469 of canned salmon in that year. One rather 
curious item of exportation is caviare, of which large quantities are supplied 
by the establishments of the Great Lakes, which produce this article from 
the plentiful supply of fish eggs there available, the total exportation having 
aggregated nearly $2,000,000 in the last decade. The quantity exported is, 
however, steadily decreasing, ranging downward from $254,334 in 1897, td 
$17,289 in 1906; while the total value of caviare imported into the United 
States in 1905, the latest year for which figures are available, was $27,220. 


TO FIX MORE FOOD STANDARDS. 


The United States Department of Agriculture, Bureau of 


Chemistry, has just issued the following self-explanatory notice: 
DEAR SIR: 

The Committee on Food Standards of the Association of Official Agri- 
cultural Chemists and that of the Association of State and National Food 
and Dairy Departments will hold a joint meeting beginning December 6, 
1906, at Seelbach’s Hotel, Louisville, Ky., for the purpose of fixing stand- 
ards for the classes of food products mentioned in the following paragraph, 
and also as a commission appointed under the act of Congress, of June 30, 
1906, authorizing ‘‘the Secretary of Agriculture, in collaboration with the 
Association of Official Agricultural Chemists and such other experts as he 
may deem necessary, to ascertain the purity of food products and determine 
what are regarded as adulterations therein.’? The classes of food products 
to which special consideration will be given at the coming meeting are 
meat extracts, etc., fruit juices, fruit syrups, and malt and spirituous 
liquors, tentative schedules of standards for which are inclosed herewith. 

Criticisms of the proposed standards, or of the existing standards for 
condensed milk and ice cream, will be received. It is requested that 
suggestions respecting standards and all matters relating to the purity and 
the adulteration of these food products be expressed in the form of amend- 
ments accompanied by a statement of the reasons therefor. Arrangements 
for hearings respecting these classes of food, or others for which standards 
have not yet been fixt, will, as far as practicable, be made upon application.

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ADDITIONAL FOOD REGULATIONS. 


FILING GUARANTY. 


In order that both the Department and the manufacturer may be 
protected against fraud it is requested that all guaranties of a general 
character filed with the Secretary of Agriculture in harmony with Regu- 
lation 9, Rules and Regulations for the Enforcement of the Food and Drugs 
Act, June 30, 1906, be acknowledged before a notary or other official 
authorized to affix a seal. Attention is called to the fact that when a general 
guaranty has been thus filed every package of articles of food and drugs 
put up under the guaranty should bear the legend, ‘‘ Guaranteed under the 
Food and Drugs Act, June 30, 1906,’’ and also the serial number assigned - 
thereto, if the dealer is to receive the protection contemplated by the 
guaranty. No other word should go upon this legend or accompany it in 
any way. Particular attention is called to the fact that nothing shonld be 
placed upon the label, or in any printed matter accompanying it, indicating 
that the guaranty is made by the Department of Agriculture. The appear- 
ance of the serial number with the phrase above mentioned upon a label 
does not exempt it from inspection nor its guarantee from prosecution in 
case the article in question be found in any way to violate the food and drugs 
act of June 30, 1906.

APPROVAL OF LABELS. 


Numerous requests are referred to this Department for the approval of 
labels to be used in connection with articles of food and drugs under the 
food and drugs Act of June 30, 1906. This Act does not authorize the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture nor any agent of the Department to approve labels. 
The Department therefore will not give its approval to any label. Any 
printed matter upon the label implying that this Department has approved 
it will be without warrant. It is believed that with the law and the regu- 
lations before him the manufacture will have no difficulty in arranging his 
label in harmony with the requirements set forth. If there be questions on 
whick there is doubt respecting the general character of labels, decisions 
under the food and drugs Act will be rendered, of a public character and 
published from time to time, covering such points.

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RELABELING OF GOODS ON HAND. 


The following is a type of numerous communications received concern- 
ing the operation of the food law: 

The retail grocers of our city, as well as some of the jobbers, are very 
much concerned over stocks of canned goods and other similar goods they 
might have in stock on January 1, 1907, when the new pure-food act goes 
into effect. 

We are under the impression that where there is nothing deleterious to 
health contained in such goods so held it is not the Department’s intention 
to interfere in any way, shape, or form with them. 

Where these goods are held by retailers in our own city does this come 
within the jurisdiction of the National law, or is it controlled only by State 
laws? 

Similar letters have been received relating to drugs, medicines, and 
other articles affected by the operation of the law. A general answer is 
deemed advisable, which, it is hoped, will cover the cases in question. 

Section (7) of regulation 17 provides that— 

The regulation regarding the principal label will not be enforced until 
October 1, 1907, in the case of labels printed and now on hand, whenever 
any statemement therein contained which is contrary to the food and drugs 
act, June 30, 1906, as to character of contents, shall be corrected by a sup- 
plemental label, stamp, or paster. All other labels now printed and on 
hand may be used without change until October 1, 1907. 

It is held that under this regulation labels which contain statements 
relating to the name of manufacturer, the place of manufactute, etc., which 
are not in harmony with the general meaning of the law may be nsed if on 
hand on the Ist of January, 1907, the day on which the regulations become 
effective. Any statement, however, respecting the character of the con- 
tents which is false or misleading should be corrected as indicated. The 
correction should secure the obliteration of the misstatement either by 
placing the supplemental label or paster over it or obliterating it in some 
other way. If the goods contain artifiicial color or preservative other than 
ordinary condimental substances (salt, sugar, vinegar, wood smoke, spices, 
and condiments of all kinds, ) that fact should appear upon the supplemental 
stamp or paster. If any of the words required to be placed upon drugs and 
foods in the specific wording of the act do not appear upon the label, such 
as alcohol, opium, etc., it is held that the correction must include the 
enumeration of these substances, as provided for in Regulations 28 and 29. 

If goods that are packed and sealed in a carton which contains the 
bottle or other package also sealed and labeled were not in the hands of the 


manufacturer after January 1, 1907, but had been already delivered to. the 
jobber or dealer, it will be held sufficient to mark the external carton alone, 
provided the goods are sold only in the unbroken carton. If the container, 
however, holds a large number of separate packages, it will be necessary 
that each of the separate packages to be sold as such shall be labeled with 
the words required specifically by the act. 

It must not be forgotten that Regulation 17, section (7), is for the 
purpose of avoiding the expense of relabeling articles already packed and 
branded at the time the regulations go into effect and which necessarily 
could not have been so packed and branded with any intent to evade the 
provisions of the law, and it is expected that jobbers and dealers wili do 
everything in their power to bring the packages now on hand into as close 
harmony with the provisions of the act and the regulations made there- 
under as possible. 


All articles in the hands of manufactures, jobbers, and dealers on the . 


1st day of January, 1907, which are sold wholly within the State in which 
they are found on that date are exempt from the provisions of the act. 
Thus the use of the supplemental label, stamp, or paster is required only 
on those articles which on or after the 1st day of January, 1907, enter inter- 
state commerce or are offered for sale in the District of Columbia and the 
Territories, It is believed that the provisions of Regulation 17, section (7), 
can be complied with without great annoyance and expense. It will be 
deemed sufficient if the supplemental pasters and labels are attached at the 
time the goods are shipped beyond the State line, that is, they need not 
necessarily be attached to such article on the 1st day of January, but at any 
time thereafter when prepared for interstate commerce. ‘Thus the labor of 
meeting this requirement will be distributed according to the exigencies of 
actual trade. On and after October 1, 1907, the labels must be originally 
properly printed, and no further amendment will be considered.
